Now the conference is under 
way, Mr. Roosevelt is subject to 
a barrage of questions. As he sits 
in his chair smiling his magnetic 
smile he seems the epitome of 
frankness. But do not be deceived. 
He holds that conference in the 
hollow of his hand. His answers 
meet the questions offered, but, un- 
less he wishes, they are delight- 
fully non-committal. 

When referring to his Cabinet 
Ministers, the President speaks 
of Jim, Tom, Harry. What would 
Downing-street think of such a 
freedom . of manners? The cor- 
respondents have been asking him 
continually about some focal ap- 
pointments. “Ah,” says the Pre- 
sident as the inevitable question 
arises, “I was reserving that for 
you, but, unfor-unately, Jim (Mr. 
Farley, the Postmaster-veneral) 
got in first and has already an- 
nounced them.”

Time-honoured as the (Washing- 
ton) conferences are, in the hands 
of President Roosevelt they have 
taken on a new life. He makes 
them as galvanic as an electric 
wire, gay with laughter, often rad- 
hot with news, 

When Mr. Hoover was President, 
the conferences became moribund. 
He did not actually discontinue 
them, but each day that one was due 
a notice would state: “The President 
is not holding a conference to-duy.” 

Mr. Roosevelt has changed that. 
On Wednesday mornings and Fri- 
day afternoons he invites a myriad 
of questions from the Washington 
correspondents of newspapers pub- 
Nshed in all parts of the world, and 
generally manages to preserve 
some salient news for announcc- 
ment—so that no self-respecting 
newspaperman dare slay away. 

A visit to one of these confer- 
ences is exhilarating and inspir- 
Sng. They are held jn the execu- 
tive office of the White House, 
reached from the mansion itself by 
@ covered ‘passage. Some twenty 
minutes before time, correspon- 
dents gather in a nearby room. 
There may be 200 of them, the 
number depending on the prospects 
of good “copy” being available. 
Each correspondent is sharply 
looked over on entry. ‘Anyone un- 
known to the Secret Service men is 
immediately questioned. If his 
credentials are all’ right, or some 
correspondent is standing sponsor 
for him, he, {s admitted.”

FOR: AMERICA’S 


“Beauty Will Banish 
Economic IIs” 


HARMONY IN AGRICULTURE 
; " New York. 

A remarkable solution for the 
econamic troibles of the United 
States has come ta light. Dr. 
Eldorado Uber, a rhythmic danc- 
ing enthusiast from New York, 
recently arrived in Washington 
with an ‘interdependence’ panacea 
tin his pocket, providing, it  ap- 
pears. for many steps in the right 
direction (nat to mention the 
left), by which recovery may be 
hastened. 

According to Dr. Uber, the coun- 
try-—-and the world in fact—is suf- 
fering from a lack of psychological 
‘interdependence.’ People took 
foo much on the sordid, materia) 
side of things, turning a blind eye 
to the beauty all around them, 
which. {ff properly cultivated, 
would banish that depression mood 
fvom their minds. 

Dr. Uber, by means of rhythmic 
dancing and play groups, proposes 
to put the world on its feet again 
without delay, bringing ‘harmony 
nnd beauty’ to the people ‘and in- 
cluenting n sense of the aeathetic 
into the farmer, the politician, the 
taxpayer, the coal-heaver and all 
who are missing the natura] in- 
spiration that lies about them. 

Especially, in Dr. Uber'’s view, 
dovs the ‘interdependence’ remedy 
apply to. the farmer. So obsessed 
ia the latter with his pure- 
ly commercial troubles that he 
loses the inestimable’ tonle value 
of his natural 
worse still, fails to bring beauty to 
the farm. He lets his pig-stys 
remain ordinary pig-stys; his 
fowl-runs just fowl-runs, his cow- 
pens mere cow-pens; whereas if, 
through rhythmic dancing, his 
sense of beauty could be develop- 
ed, he would beautify all these 
things, affording optical and 
mental delight to himself, as well, 
it fs to be hoped, a few solid jobs 
for others. ; 

“The farmer,” says’ Dr. Uber, 
“hag got. to develop socially as 
well as economically. If 


can’t haye harmony.”

DEPRESSION Restraining Laws For 


Foreign Workers 
BRITISH SUBJECTS AFFECTED 


Istanbul. 

The law, which the Turkish Par- 
liament passed some months ayo 
forbidding foreign subjects to ex- 
ercise certain professions and 
handicrafts comes into force short- 
ly. Many of thoze concerned are 
threatened with severe hardships. 
_A certain number of British sub- 
jects are affected, but nearly all of 
them are Maltese. It is 
what steps the British authorities 
contemplate duking; very 
these Multese subjects 
been in Malta. 

The majority of the foretyners 
concerned are .Greek subjects and 
the Greek consul in Istanbul has 
invited hotel servants, photograph- 
ers, musicians, hairdressers, clec- 
tricians, chauffeurs, bakers, shoe- 
makers, carpenters and many other 
artisans to register at the consulate. 

Besides Greeks, many thousand 
Italfans, Persians, and Bulgarians 
will be affected by this law. . It fs 
expected that those thrown out of 
work will be given the opportunity 
to return to thelr own country.

They little know of England 
who only England know. The 
right name of that green and 
pleasant land is Anomalia. For 
anew and curious instance a 
correspondent of ‘The London 
Times is to be thanked. Under 
the direction of the Bursar and 
Fellows of Merton College, Ox- 
ford, the School of Pythagoras 
and Merton Hall at Cambridge 
has been rebuilt. How does a 
famous old Oxford college come 
to be meddling with Cambridge? 
How did Pythagoras, a believer 
in the transmigration of souls, 
come to transmigrate in the 
body to Cambridgeshire? Walter 
of Merton began to found his 
Oxford College in 1266. In 1278 
he bought the land and the 
Stone House of the Dunnings at 
Cambridge, For “political rea- 


sons” he had to provide a house 


_ felung to its Cambridge property. bl 


Merton Hall seems never to have 
been used as a college, except in 
the years 1872-74, when Miss 
Clough, sister of the poct, occu- 


he doubted. Some 
ambridge scholar, eager to 
add glory to his college, buries 
Anaxagoras at Cambridge. Isn't 
it likely that some other scholar, 
further to advance that glory, 
buried Pythagoras there? In days 
when mythical descents from an- 
cient heroes, themselves perhaps 
mythical, were regarded as_his- 
torical and proved, there was 
nothing incongruous irf the trans- 
ference of the two philosophers. 
Merton College at Oxford was 
long disposed to “claim - every- 
thing.” It .enumerated Roger 
Bacon, Duns Scotus and William 
of Ockham among its gradtates, 
on purely legendary.. grounds; 
and John Wycliffe’s place in the 
roll is more than a little doubt- 
ful. Whoop it up for dear old 
Soandso! The two philosophers 

may be taken as symbolic of the 
mathematical and scientific re- 
nown of Cambridge. Pythagor- 
as’s Farm and the School of Py- 
thagoras endear themselves to
